Says the New York Evening Post: 
‘‘It is within Mr. Harding’s power to* 
prevent the seven weeks until his in­ 
auguration from becoming altogether 
a period drift, in respect to our for­ 
eign relations. T«his Mr. Harding can 
do by making an immediate selection 
of his secretary of state; and if the 
secretary of state has already been 
chosen, as there seems very good rea­ 
son for believing, then Mr. Harding 
should give his name to the public 
without loss of time.

ARMOUR ON BUSINESS. 
From the Boston Post. 
Mr. J. Ogden Armour, in an inter­ 
view with the United Press, makes 
several very pertinent suggestions as 
to how the government may help in 
restoring normal business conditions. 
First of all, he points out, the new 
administration or the present congress j 
should restore peace, a peace which 
will safeguard the nation’s rights, and 
“discharge the duty which is ours— 
whether we want it or not—or partici­ 
pating in world affairs.” In this con­ 
nection it is necessary 
for our own 
welfare to help Europe get back to 
normal prosperity. 
He advocates a consolidation of the 
national debt along sounder lines, and 
especially that the government should 
as soon as possible cease current bor­ 
rowings which are a steady strain on 
the credit situation. Just how this can 
be done at this time, however, is not 
wholly clear as dhe 
people 
would 
hardly stand for another bond issue. 
In urging the consolidation of the 
national debt, he says: 
“The people 
who shed their blood in a war fought 
to a glorious victory and who are now 
hard pressed economically by the re­ 
sults of the world cataclysm must not 
be saddled with the war debts. 
The 
war was fought for prosperity as well 
as for ourselves and posterity must 
help pay the cost.” The only trouble 
with his idea is that it won’t work. 
It is impossible for us to borrow 
from posterity either for war or peace. 
We may leave bonds for the next gen­ 
eration to pay interest on; but they 
won’t pay the interest to us.

will pay the interest to their own con­ 
temporaries, as we are doing to ours.

Five Provisions Requested in Aid of 
Disabled Veterans, Amending 
Vocational Training Law. 


Amendment of the law under which 
disabled veterans of the World war 
are given vocational training, so as 
to, provide five things demanded bv 
the last convention of the American 
Legion at Cleveland was urged 
in 
congress by Legion representatives. 
The five provisions requested by 
the Legion are: 
I. Notational training for American 
I citizens who served with the allied 
• armies, who were disabled and who 
an* nor entitled to training under the 
present law. 
Training with pay for all 
dis­ 
abled veterans with lo per cent or 
more disability, instead of training 
"■uh pay for some and training with- 
‘>>ri *p;n ! «*r oiliers, as now provided. 
■3. A ocaiioim! teaming for tin* will 
ows and orphans of all men who died 
in the service. 
4. The right of the federal board 
for vocational education to give all 
disabled men in training such medical 
care and treatment as is necessary 
to keep them at their courses. 
5. That all disabled men in train­ 
ing shall receive SIGO a month from 
the government while in training and 
those with dependents $120 a month, 
instead of different sums based upon 
the cost of living in different local­ 
ities as now provided. 
A special plea was made by John 
J bourns Jaylor of the national legis­ 
lative committee of the Legion for 
vocational training for the widows 
and orphans of the American dead of 
thb World war. - He said that un­ 
doubtedly the 50,000 American chil­ 
dren whose fathers slept in Flanders 
fields were entitled to -the same edu­ 
cational advantages that they would 
have had. were their fathers alive and 
able to provide for them. 
The wid­ 
ows of the men who died in France, 
he added, were likewise entitled, the 
bread-winning member of the family 
having been killed in defense of the 
country, to be taught some kind of 
work of trade.

Plato (427-347 B. C.), the celebrated 
Greek philosopher, taught that the 
true source of knowlei^e is the reason, 
observes an exchan^r According to 
his teaching, we come to conscious­ 
ness through innate ideas developed 
by contact 
with 
the 
outer 
world 
through senses. 
He distinguished be­ 
tween empirical knowledge and reason, 
and 
divided philosophy 
into 
logic, 
metaphysics and morals. He was the 
first to attempt the construction of 
philosophic language; to develop an 
abstract 
idea 
of 
knowledge 
and 
science; to state logically the prop­ 
erties of matter, form, substance, ac­ 
cident, cause and effect, reality and 
appearance; to describe the divinity 
as a being essentially good, and tell 
of liis moral attributes. 
He taught 
that matter is an eternal and infinite 
principle; that God is the supreme in­ 
telligence, iiACoriioreai, without begin­ 
ning, end or change, and that the soul 
of man is immortal. 
Aristotle (384- 
322 B. C.), another celebrated Greek 
philosopher, was the pupil of Plato aud 
the teacher of Alexander the Great. 
He makes logic the instrument by 
which all general knowledge is ob­ 
tained. 
He enlarged the limits of 
philosophy to include all sciences ex­ 
cept Inst wry. 
He taught that nature 
is a machine, active through deity or 
a first cause.

Out from his burrow in the ground 
Softly (you can not 
hear the 
sound) 
The woodchuck colpus—so people 
say— 
On February’s second day. 
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Certain Species Equipped With a Pe* 
collar Suction Apparatus That 
Makes Feat Really Easy. 


An interesting account of the climb­ 
ing cattish of Colombia (Argos mar- 
moratus) was published a few years 
ago by It. D. O. Johnson. These fish 
can climb, by means of suction ap­ 
paratus, not* only up the steeply-in­ 
clined bed of mountain torrent, but 
even up a smooth, vertical surface. 
Mr. Johnson saw some of them climb 
a vertical distance of 18 feet in half 
an hour, up a wall of rock over which 
trickled a thin film of water. 
In connection with a recent publica­ 
tion of this article, G. K. Noble states 
that other species of fish are known to 
climb in the same manner. Several of 
these occur in the Himalaya. 
Nema- 
chilus rupicola, and perhaps other spe­ 
cies of mountain cyprinids, adhere to 
the rocks by means of their smooth 
ventral skin and enlarged lips. The 
silurid 
genera 
Pseudechifieis 
and 
Glyptostemum cling by means of a 
well-developed aWominal sucker. 
The mountain torrents of the Hima­ 
laya form the nursery for many spe­ 
cies of frogs. Their tadpoles, like 
the fish, have become adapted,to their 
location; some cling by means of their 
lips and ventral musculature, while 
others possess a well-developed ven­ 
tral sucker.—Scientific American.
